some other important respect violated the 
upper class code, all of which, it must be 
borne in mind, is in direct conflict with the 
regulations and rules of the academy, the 
President calle his Fighting committee to- 
gether, and, if it thinks the charge true, it 
orders the fourth-class man calied out and 
names the man who is to whip him.” 

The committee describes the fights at 
length and says: 

“A fight to a finish has a more vicious 
meaning here than elsewhere. Theoretic- 
Ally, when a man is clearly whipped his sec- 
ends may thtow up the fight. The record 
shows, however, only one instance of this 
being attempted, and in that the principal 
was the upper class man in the fight and re- 
fused to abide by his seconds’ advice. 


‘ Forced Back Into the Ring. 

“To show his grit and courage the defeated 
party, although helpless so far as fighting is 
concerned, must nominally go on so long 4s 
by any possibility he can come back to the 
ring, even though he is incapable of doing 
anything but take punishment. Many of the

“would be excused when physically incapable 
of coming up again.

God bless you, my boys; look at 
that sweet baby; you are a little saloon 
smasher, ain't you? . Now, I want every one 
of you to fill your pockets with rocks and go 
out and smash saloons and joints; good-by.”’ 

She was careful to pick out children for 
special attention, and advised all to gather 
rocks and destroy saloon property if possible. 
There was a saving touch of the genial old 
Southern “‘mammy’’ in her talk, but the 
chief variety in her speeches was furnished 
by scriptural quotations, which she varied at 
every town. 

She shook Hands with everybody within 
reach, much like the vote-seeking political 
candidate, and was pointedly personal in 
most of her remarks, as at Valley Junction, 
when she singled out a red-faced farmer 
with: | 

“ There's a man that needs a saloon smash- 
er, all right; I ¢an tell him by his looks. Come 
up here, my friend, and shake hands with 
Carrie Nation; don’t be afraid.” 

The crowd roared, but the man simply 
looked embarrassed and refused to budge. 

‘You are one of the smashed,” cried Mrs.

The crowd gave way, but Mrs. Nation 
simply laughed and the man sulked. _

Present Campaign of Temperance Work- 
ers Deplored by the Cardinal—_ 
"Would Repeal Prohibition. 


Baltimore, Md., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—An in- 
terview with Cardinal Gibbons on Mrs. Na- 
tion’s crusade in Kansas and his position on 
the temperance question will appear tomor- 
row in the Baltimore Sunday Herald. The 
Cardinal gave expression, with great earnest- 
ness, to the views which he holds regarding 
totai abstinenec in general and Mrs. Nation's. 
movement. 

“IT Fave never been able to convince my- 
self,”’ said the Cardinal, *‘ that what we call. 


moderate and occasional use of alcoholic 
liquors is not to be condemned. 

‘Then, again, I long since came to under- 
stand that putting aside the point of princl- 
ple, it was virtually tmpossible to enforce a 
total abstinence law in a large community or 
in a State. Look at Maine, as an instance, 
and you will see how true this is. The at- 
tempt to enforce such a law must lead to 
illegality or hypocrisy; possibly to both. 

“Turning to Kansas and speaking as a 
Catholic and an American, I am free to con- 
fess that the disturbances which have oc- 
curred there since the institution of the 
present anti-liquor crusade have filled me 
with pain, sorrow, and astonishment, 

‘* Nothing in any case can, in my opinion 
and belief, warrant or justify Mrs. Nation 
and her followers in taking the law into 
their own hands, wrecking the property of 
the saloonkeepers, and usurping functions 
which should properly be reserved for the 
State. 

‘* At the same time, I admit that if, as a 
result of Mrs. Nation’s deplorable violence, 
the illegaliues and evils now existing in 
Kansas should be cured, I shall rejoice. 

“It shouid- not be necessary itn a self- 
respecting community for women to have 
recourse to such violence. The State should 
act promptly and thoroughly. I am strongly 
of the opinion the wisest action it could take 
would be the repeal of the total abstinence 
laws and the’*substitution of measures' more 
surely calculated to help morality.’

GUN. J. RUGGLES DBS 


CIVIL WAR VETERAN PASSES 
AWAY AT HAVANA, ILL. 
Drafted the Platform on Which the Re- 
publican Party of [Tllincis Was. 
Founded—Was Member of Legisia- 
ture During Lincoln-Trumbull Sen- 
atorial Contest, and Was Carried on 
Sick Bed to Cast Vote for Man Who 
Became President. 


Havana, Feb. 9.—[Special.]—General 
J; M. Ruggles, an old settler and veteran 
of the civil war, died here this morning at 
the Hopping Sanitarium. — 

General Ruggles was borm on March 7, 
1818, in Richland County, O., and was of 
moted ancestry, his great-uncle being Brig- 
adier Timothy Ruggles, who was President 
of the first Congress which ever met in 
America, in New York, in 1755. Ahother 
great uncle, John Ruggles, was three times 
elected United States Senator from Maine, 
and another uncie, Beijamin Ruggles,| was 
first United States Senator from io, serv- 
ing eighteen years from 1818. His father, 
Judge Spooner Ruggies, was State Senator 
in Ilinois, from Ogle and Winnebago Coun- 
ties, In 1842. : 

General Ruggles came to Illinois in 1833 


with his parents. He came to Chicago when | 


he was 19 years old, went to work as a 
printer for Long John Wentworth, and 
in 1846 settled in Bath, after having lived 
in Naples, and was admitted to the bar. | 
From 1852 to 1856 he served in the State 
Senate and supported Abraham Lincoln in 
his, unsuccessful cont ‘against Lyman 
Trumbull for United States Senator, being 
carried on a sick bed to the State House to 
east his vote. He prepared the charter for 
the Illinois River railroad, and it was through 
his influence the bill was passed enabling th 
road to be constructed. | 
He drafted the first platform on which the 
Republican party. of Tlinois was organized, 
being one of the committee of three, the 
others being Lincoln and Ebenezer Peck, ap~ 
pointed by the Legislature. The other mem- 
bers of the committee being otherwise en- 
ed, the work of drafting the platfo 
volved upon General Ruggles. “| 
At the’ oytbreak of the civil war Mr. Rug- 


gies was appointed Lieutenant of the First 
ain Cavalry by Governor Yates. When 


‘mustered out in 1864 he was Lieutenant 
‘Colonel of the Third Illinois Cavalry, and 
was for a time in command of the regiment.

Minnesota Has Four Bills Pending. 
8ST. PAUL, Minn.—There are four bills in

drastic one is that introduced by Senator 


Halvorsen, who was tnepired by the fact that

At 
the present session of the State Legislature 
at Sacramento two bills have been introduced 
designed to prevent the manufacture or sale 
of cigarets.

Grammar Schoolboys Better. 


“ As a matter of fact, the grammar school 
boy is often better prepared for the office, 
as he is fresh from the essential studies. 
Again, the high school boy has been so long 
away from his geography and has covered 
s0 much ground tending toward a higher 
education that he has forgotten various 
locations, and his ideas are generally so 
hagy even of his own State as to suggest 
Byron’s ‘Contemptuous Beauty,’ who pro- 
claimed that ‘Spain is an island ‘twixt 
Morocco and Tangier.’ 

** Bet this same boy at a task, and he seems | 
to think real work entirely unnecessary at 
his advanced age. With the feeling that his 
work has all been accomplished by his grad- 
uation certificate, he is apt to become dis- 
contented .with the business in hand, and 
drift away into what perhaps may momen- 
tarily be more remunerative and to his more 
progressive work. . 

“I have in mind now a business which has 
several thousand employés and many score 
of heads of departments where, I regret to 
Say, probably not 10 per cent of the lat- 
ter are high school graduates, the grammar 
school claiming the rest. Now this seems 
illogical, as the better educated. man should 
be far better equipped to follow any line of 
business, and, if as interested in his work, 
should outstrip his less educated competitor. 
The reason I fear is that from grammar 
school to university the suggestions and 
teachings of those charged with instruction 
are logically toward the professions as being 
in harmony with educated thought. 

“I am impressed deeply with the great 
necessity and value of a radical change in 
the course for a large percentage of the 
pupils who intend to follow a business career. 
I strongly advise two separate courses, the 
present four years’ course, if you please, for 
those who. can afford to continue higher 
education and enter. the professional, or 
perchance the business world; also a two 
years’ business course, and for this course 
I would suggest a thorough study of the fol- 
lowing:

HOLD JAMES LYNCH AT THE

Man with a Naine Similar to That of the 
Person Who Killed Patrolman Will- 
iam Halloran Held Pending Inquiry.

Into a Joint Agreement for Varying 
Seale, and Matter of Compensation 
to Members Will Be Fought Gut in

The county appropriation bill for the cur- 
rent year will be fought out in public meet- 
ings of the board. No agreement was 
reached yesterday in the problem of the com- 
missioners’ sdlaries over which the Finance 
committee has been in a deadlock for five 
weeks. Commissioner Organ refused to en- 
ter any joint agreement with the other com- 
missioners, standing firm to his original 
pledge to the Municipal Voters’ league, and 
it was decided in the afternoon that the un- 
completed draft of the budget, now in tHe 
hands of the Finance committee, should be 
laid before the County board meeting to- 
morrow. In open meeting an effort will then 
be made to determine on the pay of commis- 
sioners and department executives, — 

President Hanberg will force daily sessions 
until the budget is drafted and passed. He 
asserts that the differences in the board shall 
no longer stand between the needs and com- 
fort of county employés and the welfare of 
the great county institutions. 

The bar of secrecy was taken off the oc- 
eurrences in the bitter executive session of 
the ‘** Committee of the Whole.’ At that 
meeting the first compromise proposition, it 
now develops, was that every salary over 
$3,000 be cut 10 per cent. This would have 
affected the heads and first assistants of 
nearly every department coming under con- 
the board. The proposal failed. 
Then it was proposed that each commiission<- 
er sign His name to a contract, stating the 


| salary limit he favored, and pledging himself 


to accept only this salary from the county.

| LONDON, Feb. 9,—A comprehensive view 
of the international situation reveals only 
improved prospects for continued peace and 
harmony.

_ DENIES “BUNCO” CHARGE 


Bays He Did Not Promise to 
Build Viaduct if Terre Haute 
Granted Franchise. 


SCORES CITIZENS OF TOWN. 


John R. Walsh, President of the Southern 
Indiana railway company, and likewise Presi- 
dent of the Chicago National Bank, is having 
his own troubles with the City Council of 
Terre Haute, Ind., and the newspapers of 
that lively town on the banks of the Wabash. 
He has been accused of acting in bad faith 
in the matter of a viaduct at a crossing of 
his railroad in Terre Haute, and in reply has. 
written an address “‘ to the people,” in which 
ne takes some sharp raps at his critics. The 
address as published in one of the Terre 
Haute newspapers has created a stir of con- 
siderable proportions. 

“ There has been so much lying about the 
attitude of the railroad and so much willful 
misrepresentation in certain Terre Haute 
newspapers,” said Mr. Walsh yesterday, 
“that I concluded to * hire a hall’ in order 
to get my side of the matter, before the 
public. The address speaks for itself, and 
needs no explanation.” 


Hints at Subsidizing. 

For many months two of the daily new 
papers of Terre Haute have been declaring 
that Mr. Walsh played a bunko game on the 
city in securing a franchise to enter the city 
with his railroad. Mr. Walsh retorts with 
the insinuation that the newspapers ‘have 
been subsidized by a rival railroad, the Ev- 
ansville and Terre Haute line. Healsotakes 
a filing at Demas Deming, President of the 
leading bank of Terre Haute, who has of- 


fered to give the city a library site and | 
 »» $50,000 for a building and a public park, con- 


ditional on the opening of the street fm ques- 
tion with a viaduct or a grade crossing. 


Referring to the Deming offer, which has a 


time limit, Mr. Wailshsays in his address: 

“This company will not interfere to p 
vent the acceptance by the city of any prop- 
erty donated for a public park, even though 
the proposed donation may enable the donor 
to sell off his adjoining property at an exor- 
Ditant price. It.does not object to the city 
receivi from the same generous donor a 
public library on conditions that might be 
expected to reimburse him four-fold for his 
donation.”’ 


Wanted Unrestricted Franchise. 

At the time a year ago that Mr. Walsh 
asked for a franchise to enter Terre Haute 
with his railroad the city was in litigation 
with the Evansville and Terre Haute com- 
pany in condemnation proceedings to open 
Ohio street. through its railroad yards. 
When Mr. Walsh asked for a franchise it 
was sought to put in a stipulation that his 

‘ecompany would help to bulid its viaduct, as 
its right of way lay alongside the older road. 
Mr. Walsh objected to the provision on the 
ground that he wanted an unrestricted fran- 
chise to use as a club in stopping the ob- 
structive tactics of the rival road. 

It was said at the time that Mr. Walsh 
made verbal promises to help Terre Haute 
get the viaduct if he were given the fran- 
chige, but he makes this point blank denial 
in his address of this statement: | 
At the time of the acceptance of the 
ordinance and on the night of its passage 
it was publicly and unequivocally stated by 
the representative of the company that under 
no circumstances would it agree to anything 
whatever with reference to a proposed via- 
duct over Ohio street.”’ 


Will Ask for Amendments. 

After Mr. Walsh obtained what he want- 
ed and the Evansville and Terre Haute 
ceased from troubling Terre Haute. au- 
thorities wrote to Mr. Walsh asking the ful- 
fillmemt of what they understood was a 
promise, but they have failed to receive any 
reply. 

It is understood that Mr. Walsh will ask 
for an amendment to his franchise by which 
the will obtain the privilege for additional 
tracks at various street crossings. He ex- 
presses his dissatisfaction with the existing 
franchise as follows in his address: 

“Its many senseless restrictions have 
rendered a large part of the company prop- 
érty valueless for the purposes for which it 
was pure 

As a parting shot at the opposition he has 
encountered, Mr. Walsh closes his address 
‘with the.following: 

“If Terre Haute has not grown during 
the last ten years as fast as other Indiana 
cities possessing fewer advantages, proba- 
bly the reason may be found in a brief study 
of the treatment accorded the Southern In- 

diana.”’ |

It is hardly possible Judge Hollister 
will be ready to render his decision on Tues- 
day morning, and if he renders it on Wednes- 


/@ay or Thursday there will be little time for 
'the proposed appeal to the higher courts. 


Meantime, there are all sorts of rumors 
about other proceedings, including action 
against Madden and Brady for perjury, and 
especially against the former. During the 
arguments this afternoon Judge Peck in- 
sisted that the proceedings should be ina 
criminal court rather than one of equity, and 
asked why Brady, Madden, Cook, and others, 
who were in the courtroom, were not ar- 
rested if they were abetting a prize fight, and 
held the same as Jéffries and Ruhlin had 
been two weeks ago. Counsel for the in- 
junction replied that such might be the case 
further om. At any rate, there is much talk 
about what may yet be done to prevent the 
fight. 

Will Proceed on Appeals. 
While the defense denies the jurisdiction 


of the court of equity to grant such an injunc- 
tion as is asked for, it will proceed on appeals, 


| and possibly otherwise, in case the injunction 


is granted. It is reported that if the injunc- 
tion is refused the plaintiffs will stop their 

ngs on account of the limitation of 
time, and leave the matter to the Governor. 
The plaintiffs have no doubt as to the out- 


| come of the pending suits, except on the point 


of jurisdiction of a court of equity, and on 
that point the defense expects a decision in 
its fayor. | 

There was much comment today among 
the crowds in the corridors over the ad- 
journment of the Supreme Court at Columbus 
to Feb. 19, four days after the date for the 
proposed contest. The lawyers, however, ex- 
plained that a majority of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court reside in Columbus, and could 
readily hear the case in chambers any time 
next week. 

The time today was devoted about equally 
between W. A, Brady, as the ster witness, 
and the arguments of Lawrence Maxwell and 
Attorney General Sheets for the plaintiffs 
and Judge Peck forthe defense. Brady made 
a dramatic as well as a strong witness. He 
was not kept on the stand as long as Madden 
yesterday, but he made much more of an 
impression, and was at times almost sensa- 
tional. | 

Madden had testified that Jeffries and 
Ruhlin would spar with “love taps" for 
points. Brady said his man would hit as 
hard as he could to retain the championship, 
and he had no doubt Ruhlin would meet him 
equally vigorously. Brady said any other 
kind of a performance would be a fake and 
an imposition on the public. His candor was 
such that the court allowed him the fullest 
license, so that at times Brady would rise 


to his feet and testify with gesticulations and 


eloquence, and he had several ipteresting 
colloquies with the court. Brady, however, 
maintained, as had Madden, that there had 
been no prize fights since the days of Sulli- 
van, and the boxing contests were now the 
order in which the championship waz decided 
on points. 

Brady testified to sitting beside Theodore 
Roosevelt at one of the contests in the Metro- 
politan Theater in New York. He reserved 
a box for Roosevelt at another contest, but 
Roosevelt did not attend. Brady thought his 
failure to attend wae because the New York 
papers had said so much about him having 
a box reserved. Judge Harmon asked Brady 
if he thought a man who was not afraid of a 
lion was afraid of newspaper talk. Brady 
replied in the negative, and paid a high 
‘tribute to Roosevelt. Judge Hollister asked 
Brady if he theught Vice President Roose- 
velt was a coward. Attorneys for the de- 
fendants, in chorus, responded that the ques- 
tion was uncalled for. 

Roosevelt “ Bravest Man on Earth.” 

Judge Hollister then scored the attorneys 
for the defenge, and said the question was 
asked because the court considered that a 
gman who favored such contests and kept 
away from them because of public sentiment 
was a coward.

Between the years 1881 and 1889 Mr. Hub- 
bard was out of the postal service, holding 
the positions of bailiff in the Criminal Court, 
Deputy Sheriff, and chief clerk in the Sher- 
iff’'s office. On May 1, 1889, he was appoint- 
ed Assistant Postmaster, in which position 
the rules! of civil service have prevented 
party work on the old lines. The glee club, 
however, went out of existence in the cam- 
paign of . There were several changes 
in the club, but to the last Mr. Hubbard 
was with it, and today only one other mem- 
ber of the original aareey is living. 


As Assistant Postmaster Mr. Hubbard has 
served through the terms of Postmasters 
Sexton, Hesing, and Gordon. He is recog- 
nized by the department as one of the fore- 
most authorities on the postal service in 
the United States. He has grown up with 
the Chicago office and is familiar with every 
detail of it. 

In 1869 Mr. Hubbard was married to Miss 
Helen M.' Childs of Boston. Two children 
were born to them. The daughter is Mrs. 
Fred ‘A. Paddleford. The son is John M.

years, and has graced the crown of the Ra- 
jahs of Linapore. A tourmaline, a garnet, a

LEFT NO TRACE 


Mysterious Disappearances 
That Never Have Been 


m HE recent Cudahy kidnaping case 
in Omaha revived interest in Eng- 
land and on the continent to the 
subject of kidnaping and mys- 
terious disappearances, and some 
of the stories of the most cele- 
brated happenings of this sort 
foe: that have occurred during the 
ast century across the water have been 
retold. It is said that in London alone many 
hundreds 6f people vanish completely every 
year. A large proportion, no doubt. efface 
themselves voluntarily; but there are plenty 
of genuine and well authenticated instances 
in which the circumstances and general en- 
vironment of the victims absolutely pre- 
clude the entertaining of any such supposi- 
tions. 4 
Wealthy Stockbroker Vanishes. 
‘Six years ago in London George Fitch, a 
wealthy stockbroker, suddenly disappeared 
under the most mysterious circumstances. 
The missing man was of quiet habits with a 
substantial balance at his bankers, and,. 60 
far as known, no private worries whatever. 
He left his, office for his home in the sub- 
urbs one evening at the usua! time, but never 
arrived, nor was any trace of him ever seen 
again from that day to this, although a re- 


“ward of $5,000 was promptly offered. 


At about the time when half the amateur 
detectives in London were hunting for Mr. 
Fitch another strange case of sudden disap- 
pearance, under exceptionally romantic and 
painful circumstances, was engaging the at- 
tention of the English Foreign office. Charles 
Fitzgerald, am English newspaper writer of 
repute, had set out on a Journey from Sofia to 
Vienna. He never reached his destination, 
and, although every effort was made to trace 
his movements, the secret of his fate is even 
yet unsolved, It is said that, at the time of 
his disappearance, he was carrying impor- 
tant dispatches for the Bulgarian govern- 
ment, and, if this be true, he probably fell a 
victim to one of the numerous oath-bound 
political associations with which that turbu- 
lent principality has always been honey- 
combed. | | 
Disappeared in Meadow. 

One of the most mysterious cases was that 
of a farmer named Willlamson, who sudden- 
ly dropped out of sight forty years ago at 

© Village of Haslemere, in Surrey. Will- 
jamson started to cross a meadow near his 
house to give instructions to some workmen 
on the other side. He trudged along whistling 
and singing to the middie of the fleld, and 
there suddenly and completely vanished. 
There was no wall, no ditch, no bush which 
could have concealed him. His wife, who. 
had been standing in thé doorway of her | 
house watching her husband, suddenly 
screamed: He's gone; he’s gone; what an 
awful thing/’ and fell to the ground in a 
swoon. When she revived her reason had 
fled, and two other women who witnessed the 
occurrence received so severe a fright that 
they were sick for weeks. mystery was 
never explaind. i 
| No Tracks in the Snow. ~. 

A similar case was that of Charles Ash- 
more, who lived at Bramber, in Sussex. 
Some years ago, at 9 o'clock in the evening, 
the boy was sent to a well 300 yards from 
the house to draw a bucket of water. He 
did not return and his father became anxious 
and set out! with a lighted lantern to look 
for him. A light coating of snow lay on 
the ground, though none was falling or 
had fallen for hours. The boy’s footsteps 
could be distinctly traced in the snow as 
far as the well, but they "ended abruptly. 
There was a thin coating of ice on the water 
in. the well and it had not been broken. The 
well was dragged and many searching par- 
ties scoured’ the neighborhood for days, but 
no trace of the boy was ever found. 

+ Diplomat Mysteriously Vanished. 
One of the most remarkable and sensa- 
tional disappearances of the nineteenth cent- 
ury was that which occurred in its first few 
years. Benjamin Bathurst, a kinsman of 
Lord Bathurst, was sent on a secret mission 
to Vienna a¢ the time that England, before 
opening the, Peninsular campaign, sought to 
persuade Austria to declare, by way of dis- 
traction, war against France. On reaching 
Perleberg, ih Brandenburg, a couple of sen- 
éries were told off to mount guard over the 
inn where fe stopped, and on his setting 
forward on his journey towards nightfall he 
thanked them and told them they might with- 
draw. They did so, and, while all the house- 
hold was on the alert to see him off, he walked 
beyond the'circle of the lantern glare and 
was lost to sight at the head of the horses. 
This occurted on Nov. 25, 1800, and Mr. 
Bathurst was never seen or heard of again, 
although Epgland offered a reward of $10,- 
yoo and Prussia $5,000 for any evidence that 
would explain the missing man’s disappear-

erected on it, first known as Goring House 
and then as Arlington House, and it was 
there that ite owner, Lord Arlington, brewed 
' the first tea ever imported into England and 
_Wwhich he had obtained with the utmost diffi- 
culty im Holland at a cost of a sum equiva- 
‘lent to $20 a pound, This was in the year of 
the great plague. In 1708 John Sheffield, 
Duke of Buckingham, purchased Arlington 
House, demolished it, and erected.on the 
site a mansion known as Buckingham House, 
and during the reign of Queen Anne it was 
the scene of many gay revels. The Duchese 
of Buckingham, who was a natural daughter 
of King James II. and of the latter’s favorite, 
Lady Dorchester,,made Buckingham House 
the center of many Jacobite intrigues against 
King George I. ; 
After a brief tenure of Buckingham House 
by Charles Herbert Sheffield, an illegitimate 
son of the Duke of Buckingham, it was pur- 
chased by King George III. for the sum of 
$150,000 a few years after his marriage and 
settled upon his consort as her special prop- 
erty, being known as the Queen’s House. 
The royal couple entered upon possession of 
their tew abode, then a’ commodious red 
brick house, im 1763, and tt was there that | 
all their children were born with the ex- 
ception of their eldest son. St. James’ Pal- 
ace, which the King as well.as the Queen 
abominatéd, was only retained for state 
functions. The life of King George and 
Queen Charlotte was homely and domestic 
in the extreme at Buckingham House, one 
contemporary memoirs wax eloquent on the 
spankings administered to the royal children 
by the King and Queen, who were great 
Hevers im corporal punishment. It was at 
Buckingham House, by the bye, that the 
memorable interview between King George 
‘{IT. and the celebrated Dr. Johnson of dic- 
tionary fame took place. 
h thron 
George IV. me to the e 
Patace was in a sadly dilap- 
idated condition. Owing to the difficulty of 
obtaining supplies from Parliament for the 
construction of a new palace, which he 
originally Pntended to build as a metropoli- 
tan residence suitable for his sovereign 
rank, he contented himself with asking the 
Legislature for money for the enlargement 
and repair of Buckingham House.’ King 
George's “repairs,” however, were of an 
elaborate character, carried jout under the 
direction of Nash, the architect. Columns 
of Carrara marble arrived by the hundreds, 
and in course of time the repairs had swal- 
lowed up a sum of $4,000,000, the palace re- 
maining unfinished at the King’s death, 
though the original red brick building was 
entirely lost in a web of new buildings of 
stone and marble. In its unfinished condition 
“the King’s palace of Pimlico,” as it was 
them called, became a source of ridicule to 
every one. King William IY. would have 
nothi to do with it, and it was not until 
Queen Victoria succeeded to the’throne that 
it really became once more @ royal resi- 
dence. 


The young Queen did not prdpose to remain 
under her mother’s wing at Kensington 
Palace, where her childhood had been spent. 
She shuddered at the thought of living in 
dingy old St, James’ Palace, hatnted by the 
memory of so many sanguinary tragedies, 
and which had originally been a home for 
unfortunates. So she decided to make King 
George IV.'s unfinished ace her town 
residence. Before many. /months were 
passed it had been rendered habitable and 
furnished, and the young Queen took up 
her abode there.

EMITS PERPETUAL LIGHT WITHOUT HEAT| 


Half-Pound of Radium Will Lighta Room for 1,000,000 Years.

SHAT the alchemist's dream of a 
magic lamp which never goes out 
# Will shortly be realized is indicat- 
ed by some remarkable experi- 
mar ments lately made by Washington 
| scientists. 

Bs Some mo ago Secretary 

oe Langley of e Smithsonian In- 

stitution received from Europe a mysterious 
little box which he took to the dark room of 
his astro-physical observatory, and there 
opened in the presence of several savants 
invited to inspect the valuable contents. The 
removal of the lid revealed two smal! cylind- 
ers of strawboard aglow from what appeared 
to be fire, hidden within. Inside these wrap- 
Pings were discovered two hermetically 
sealed vials—about the size of a man’s little 
finger—from which issued an unceasing 
greenish-white light, which gave the sur- 
rounding packing a peculiar glow, like that 
from X-rays. These vials had remained 
hidden from light at least two months before 


they had been opened. Brought to the light, 


one Was seen to contain a white. starchlike 
powder, finely pulverized; the other, a similar 
substance, broken up into little cubes about 
a tenth of an inch in dimension. Returned to 
the darkness, both bottles continued to glow 
sufficiently bright for a page, held nearby, to 
be easily read thereby. Yet the glass of the 


'.@ontaining bottles was cold. 


The precious substance was ‘“‘ Radium,” a 
mineral lately discovered by Mme. Sklo- 
Gowska Curie, a Polish chemist studying tn 
Paris. Mme. Curie found radium to be 


»  “eohtained, as a supposed impurity, in the 


salts of another minéral known as uranium. 
Chemists have thrown it away for years, 
hever dreaming that it was destined to be- 
come one of the. most valuable minerals 
known to science. 


Produces Perpetual X Rays. 

Radium. with its mysterious source of 
light, emits two distinct sets of rays, one 
like those of ordinary daylight. the other 
like X rays. Just as she stored in the lde- 
stone all the complicated mechanism of the 
electro-magnet, nature has compacted into 
this earth-born material a raw substitute 
for the intricate Crookes tube and its inquisi- 
tive flame. | 

T. W. Smillie, in charge of the Smith- 
sonian’s photographic department, was given 
for examination the two vials of radium, 
‘ach containing about a dram of the powder. 
“He took them to his darkroom and there 


made a series of interesting experiments 


therewith. He firet placed one of the glow- 
ing Viale in front of a covered plate-holder, 
such as is used in an ordinary camera. Inside 
the holder was a sensitive plate, just as used 


for making photographs. The slide cover- 
ing the plate was drawn out a half inch at. 
a time, at intervals( of a minute, for five 
minutes, When the plate was developed it 
showed five stripes of different colors, prov- 
ing that the. strips of exposed plate sub- 
jected longest to the light had been most 
affected thereby and, vice ‘versa. Thus was 
proven that the radium ‘light has the effect 
of sunlight upon a photographic negative. 
That radium has X ray powers was next 
corroborated by placing one of the little 
tubes two and a half inches from a plate- 
holder, whose close@ slide was covered by 
“Xx ray proof tinfoil cut in‘an open work de- 
sign. After an hour’s exposufe, during all 
of which time the alide of the holder had 
remained closed, the plate was taken out. 
When developed it distinctly showed the 
outlines of the tinfoil; which had been photo- 
graphed through the cover of the plate- 
holder, Then the X .ray negative ‘was 
printed. Upon the paper used in thts opeta- 
tioh was seen the tinfoil, in Diack, the open- 
ings cut in & in white, just as in a usual 
X ray print. Had Mr. Smillie.had sufficient. 
radium he could have made an X ray print 
showing the bones of his hand and similar 
effects customarily: produced with the 
Crookes tube and ¢lectriccurrent. — | 
To prove that radium has the sur’s power 
of printing photographs the experimenter 
next took one of these minute tubes and 
with its light’ made a number of sharp 
prints from ordinary negatives upon bromide 
paper. Had he had an ounce rather than 
@ dram of the powder he could have directly 
photographed faces or objects in its sur- 
rounding 
Costs $1,000 an Ounce. 
Radium costs $1,000 an ounce. Ite great 
expense is due to its present scarcity. As 
soon as chemists learn how to extract it 
‘readily it will grow much cheaper. More- 
over, only a small percentage of it contains 
‘thé mysterious luminpus element. When the 
raw material can be’ more cheaply obtained 
and more completely concentrated it will 
ceftainly become a much-sought commercial 
article. Geologists will meanwhile locate the 
earth's deposits of uranfum, the crude ma- 
terial from which radium Is extracted. It can 
(probably be found in sufficient quantities to 
supply any reasonable demand. A half ton 
of the residues of uranium minerals now pro- 
duces only a little: more than two pounds of 
the radiant powder. But this loss is due to 
the fact that no ong yet knows how to ex- 
tract radium economically. 
Radium will revolutionize all lighting 
methods when cheaply produced. If a mere 
drachm of the crude powder will show such

power as Mr. Smillie observed, a hundred 
pounds of the refined materials will doubtless 
work marvels. Mr. Smillie estimated that a 
half pound of the powder will light an ordi- 
nary room. This it will do if thinly spread 
out. Its visible light radiates only from the 
particles upon the outer surface of the pow- 
der, stored in glass vessels. The radiance 
of those within is, therefore, practically 
wasted when the powder is packed in an or- 
dinary bottle. 

Like a magnet,’radium retains its energy 
indefinitely. It will give off light for years 
without showing any loss, It appears impos- 
sible for it to lose its intensity. Some chem- 
ists think that its rays are infinitessimal par- 
ticles thrown off by the mineral. If so, the 
strongest radiation would require probably 
millions of years to remove one milligram 
of the substance. This estimate is made 
by, Professor H. Carrington Bolton, a well- 
known Washington chemist, who has made 
tests of the erial obtained by Professor 
Langley. 

Rays from radium have also the power of 
transforming oxygen into ozone. Rooms 
lighted thereby. will perhaps recéive in this 
way purer, more wholesome, and more re- 
freshing atmosphere, stimulating the dweller 
to greater agility of thought and action than 
rooms lighted by lamps breathing eut car- 
bonie acid gas. Moreover, the radium rays, 
unlike those from present artificial light, do 
not raise the temperature of surrounding 
space. They cannot produce heat or set fire 
te any inflammable material. They would 
therefore increase the safety of houses from 
fire. 
When radi is éheaply and abundantly 
produced it will be a simple matter to illumi- 
bate the streets with globes coated with its 
radiant film, fatch faces similarly treated 
will be visible in the blackest darkness. Ships 
gliding under the Inky canopy of night will 
perhaps be ma@de as briliiantly visible as 
the fiery vessels. of fairyland. What 
need of headlights upon bicycles, automo- 
biles, street cars, and railroad trains if these 
can be adorned with
